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Hartland Point is a prominent headland on the North 
Devon coast. On a rocky led^e below the summit of the 
° cliff and elevated slightly above sea level stands the 
5 Lighthouse, erected in 1874, from the cal ery of which a 
w fine view of the open sea with distant Lurdy Island may 
£ be obtained. 
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
